With the intended ‘appointment, in 
the very near future, of a Com- 
mittee of Experts, the German re-

Britain, iL is considered that the 
effects of whatever agreement is 
reached will react on the export 
business to an extent whieh will 
largely depend on the facilities 
opened up for German trade {n the 
markets of the world. 

It hag been ‘pointed out by a 
diplomatic correspondent that the 
Dawes Plan was never conceived 
as a. final settlement of Germany's, 
fj war indebtedness. It is a system 
At by whieh Germany is enabled to 
transfer yeurly large sums of 
money, or their equivalent, with- 
out upsetting the markets and, ex- 
changes of the world, or unduly 
hampering German reconatruc- 
tion. The maximum annual pay- 
ment was fixed at £125,000,000, to 
be reached progressively during 
the present year, But Germany's 
total indebtedness was not fixed, 
nor was any limit imposed upon 
the perfod during which the pay- 
ments should be "made: The 
figure of £126,000,000,' which it 
was considered - Germany. could 
pay, although [t by no means 
covera the Allied war expenditure, 
docs nearly cover inter-Allied In- 
debtedness for the. next 65. years, 
On the whole, the Dawes Plan has 
been working satisfactorily, and 
aj it is worth bearing in mind that 
H|the suggestion for reorganisation, 
or reconstruction, comes from Ger- 
many, and not,from the Allied 
nations,. Thero appears no idea 
that by reconstruction . thé Allfed 
creditors will recelve any more,
